The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (ULH&P) respectfully requests that
the Kentucky Public Service Commission (Commission) schedule an informal conference
in this proceeding.

1. On April 2, 2004, ULH&P filed an integrated resource plan (IRP) with the
Commission that essentially adopted ULH&P’s proposed supply
acquisition plan tentatively approved by the Commission in Case No.
2003-00252.! On May 26, 2004, the Commission issued an Order
establishing a limited procedural schedule, which included initial and
supplemental data requests to ULH&P. The Order also indicated the
schedule could be subject to modification or supplemented at a later date.

2. On July 7 and August 19, 2004 respectively, ULH&P filed responses to

submitted data requests.

ULH&P further states that it does not believe that filing testimony or
conducting a public hearing will be of any benefit to the Commission or
the parties, since ULH&P’s supply acquisition proposal, as described in its

IRP, has been fully litigated in Case No. 2003-00252.
